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3 More Arrests Are Made 
In Motel ’Stag Show' Case 

Poliee have made three additional arrests in connection' 

with an alieged obscene “stag show” in a motel at which Crimi- 
nal ^District Court Judge Edward A. Haggerty Jr. was arrested 
Wednesday night. 

Two of the three men arrested yesterday afternoon are 

employed by the DeVille Motel,' — 

3800 Tulane Ave. 

Henry J. Smith, 60, 2341 N. 

Galvez, a bartender at the mo- 
tel,-^ was booked with allowing 
gambling on the premises of an 
alcoholic beverage outlet. 


JOSEPH ZARZA, 26, the mo- 
tel manager, was booked with| 
allowing gambling on the prem- 
ises, with obscenity for alleged- 
ly operating a “stag show,” 
and,' with letting the premises 
for ; obscenity. 

The' third was Glenn J. Otis, 
35, '3425 Edenborn, booked with 
reviling police. Otis was in 
the.EeVille bar at the time the 
latest arrests were made, about 
4:15 p.m. yesterday. 

Judge Haggerty said yester- 
day he is “not guilty of any of 
the; charges” lodged .against 
him by the New Orleans Po- 
lice Department. 

His statement was made 
through his attorney, Robert 
Zibilich, on police charges that 
Judge Haggerty assaulted four 


police officers during the ar- 
rest, conspired to commit: ob- 
scenity and solicited for pros- 
titution. 

JUDGE HAGGERTY report- 
edly became violent during the 
raid on what police said was 
a show of stag films with “live 
entertainment.” Police, said an 
I admission charge of $5 was col- 
lected and an additional $5 for 
witnessing live entertainment. 

The judge’s attorney called 
the show “a before-the-wedding 
bachelor party” for one of the 
14 persons arrested at the party 
and said the $5 collectibn was 
to pay for the liquor and the 
motel rooms. 

Sgt. Robert N. Frey, the vice 
squad commander who staged 
the raid, disputed the claim that 
[the gathering simply was a 
bachelor party. 

. “MY ANSWER to that,” Frey 
said, “is that they charged an 
admission fee.. This wouldn’t be 
done at a bachelor party. Also, 
an extra $5 was requested for 
live entertainment: Also, after 


the entertainment prostitution 
would take place for an addi- 
tional fee, Frey said. 

Meantime, Police Supt. Jo- 
seph I. Giarrusso said he was 
not aware that Judge Haggerty 
was to be at the motel before 
the raid was launched. Giar- 
russo said Sgt. Frey told him 
“there might be some officials 
| there” and he said he told the 
vice commander to take action 
no matter what officials were 
| there. 

Sgt. Frey said the entire mat-! 
ter would be submitted to the 
district attorney’s office some 
time today or Monday. 


HE SAID THE DA’s office 
would review his reports to de- 
termine whether the proposed 
criminal charges are warrant- 
ed. The DA has power to file 
such charges or may submit, 
the matter to a grand' jury fori 
action. 

Senior Judge Bernard J.j 
Bagert of the Criminal District 
Court said that the Louisiana 
Supreme Court would be the 
final authority on any discipli- 
nary action against Judge Hag- 
Igerty. 

The first step to" any such ac- 
tion, he said, would have to be 
taken by the Judicial Adminis- 
tration Commission, a new body 
established by an amendment 
to the state Constitution. 

AARON M. KOHN, the man- 1 
aging director of the Metropol- 
itan Crime Commission, said 
yesterday J u d ge Haggerty 
should resign his post in light 
of his arrest. 

“I would hope that if he did 
not- resign, our state attorney: 
general, state Supreme Court 
and organized bar would put 
into effect the machinery which 
would rid ourselves of those, 
who are destroying our faith in 
the judiciary,” Kohn said. 

Kohn was speaking to a 
luncheon meeting of the New 
Orleans Federal Executive As- 
sociation.

And 
And at no time did I see any 
one of them so much as untie 
her shoelaces.” 

Mundy also contended that 


there “really is a prospective 
bridegroom. I would mention 
his name, but he is a profes- 
sional man and his reputation 
has ben tamsihed enough and 
his bride-to-be embarrassed 
enough already.” 

“Someone,” according to 
Mundy, made arrangements for 
films to be' shown. . “We all 
know they would not be mov- 
ies recommended for children,” 
he said. “But, then, no chil- 
dren were invited.”
